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THE PHILOSOPHY OF PRAYER 


By GERALD B. WINROD 





M4 is by nature a praying being. 
He is endowed with a worship- 
ful instinct. This capacity for housing 
deity is one thing that differentiates 
him from the lower animal kingdoms. 
The deepest realms of his moral nature 
cry out for God. 


Wherever you find a human being, 
you find him worshiping some kind of 
a god. If he has no god, he makes one. 

ether on the banks of the Ganges, 
kneeling with his face toward Mecca, 
in China following Confuscious, with his 
witch doctor and fetish in Africa, or 
turning his merit-wheel in Tibet, you 
find him praying. Of the atheist we 
would inquire, If there is no God, from 
oe this universal heart cry for 


That person who has never developed 
a rich, spiritual life of prayer thereby 
giving expression to the deepest crav- 
ings of his nature, will never know 
the sweetest joys of life. He is out of 
harmony with the moral and spiritual 
environment for which he is built. He 
lives a dislocated life. Prayer har- 
monizes all mental, emotional and moral 
qualities. It stimulates dormant ener- 
gies to life. It opens the channels for 
man to express the most creative forces 
which his nature possesses. 


I have noticed that even sinful peo- 
ple pray when the arm of flesh gives 
way, and they find themselves in trouble. 
If it is wholesome to pray in time of 
trouble, it is a good thing to pray be- 
fore one gets into trouble. I am think- 
ing of the infidel who was working at 
a lumber camp in the northern woods. 
In a heated argument one day during 
the noon-hour he said, “If there is a 
God I defy him to strike me dead”. 
About the middle of the afternoon his 
clothing got tangled up in some machin- 
ery, and as he was being whirled 
around and around he began to shout, 
“My God, my God, my God, my God, 
my God, my God!” Some men got the 
machinery stopped and pulled him out; 
someone said, “I thought you didn’t 
believe there was a God, and now you 
have six of them’. He replied, “I was 
in trouble”. 


Praying in the Spirit 


Paul tells us how to pray. He places 
the key within reach with which we 
may unlock the inexhaustible, creative 
reservoir of God. Notice his words, 
“Pray with the Spirit”. I want us to 
see something of the depths of this gem 
of thought. Paul is explaining here 
that the life, vitality, creative element, 
and spontaneous reality, of the prayer is 
not in the words which are spoken, but 
rather in the spiritual contact which is 
formed with God. Paul is saying that 
there must be a clean channel between 
your moral nature and God. “Pray 
with the Spirit”. 


We are to understand that prayer 
goes much deeper than the words which 
are uttered. The words of the prayer 
comprise only the clothing, the outer 
garment, the husk that the prayer 
wears. The true prayer is in the spirit- 
ual relationship, the spiritual inflow 
which is communicated to the heart by 
the Holy Spirit. It is one thing to talk. 
It is quite another thing to pray. There 
is an outside, and an inside to prayer. 
The inside is the spiritual contact about 
which the words speak. One may pray

The path of prayer Thyself hast trod;

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an effectual, fervent prayer and never 
utter a word. 


The religious leaders in the day of 
Jesus knew how to talk. They spoke 
beautiful prayers that pleased the ears 
of the people. The words which they 
spoke were empty; they knew how to 
talk, but they did not know how to 
pray. The —— of Baal made 
noise; they spoke many words, and 
nothing happened. But Elijah prayed 
in the power of the spirit, and the flam- 
es leaped down, swarmed about the 
altar, licked up the water and returned. 
An eastern newspaper carried a report 
recently of a religious service, and the 
article explained that a certain pastor 
prayed “one of the most eloquent 
prayers last night ever prayed to an 
audience in this city”. Words mean lit- 
tle in true prayer; the heart relation- 
ship with God means everything. 

If prayer is drudgery for you, if it 
lacks spontaneity and enthusiasm, pos- 
sibly you have never found the inner 
sweetness of true prayer life. I heard 


of an Indian who saw a banana for the 
first time, and ate the peeling. His 
comment was “Huh, banana no good. 
Taste bitter.” He tasted only the out- 
side. But there is an inside to prayer 
which is so sweet and wonderful that 
when one really forms the spiritual 
contact, worship will flow out of the 
heart spontaneously and the whole life 
will be motivated by a great impelling 
spiritual force. 


The greatest man of prayer I have 
ever known lives a very humble life of 
self-crucifixion, and abnegation. His 
soul is a veritable dynamo. To my cer- 
tain knowledge, one day during the 
World War when an awful slaughter 
was taking place overseas this man re- 
ceived a definite impression from the 
Holy Spirit that he should pray for a 
snow storm to cover the area where the 
fighting was raging. I read twenty- 
four hours later in an Associated Press 
report how all fighting had stopped in 
the entire district because of the deep 
snow which had fallen. Another friend 
of mine, a well known preacher, told 
me how one day he was walking alone 
in the woods in meditation and prayer 
several years before the War when sud- 
denly he heard, as if a voice had spoken 
in his consciousness, and said “Pray 
for Kaiser Wilhelm. He is being tempt- 
ed.” At that time he hardly knew the 
name of the Kaiser, but he went into 
definite prayer for him. 


There is a place to reach in God 
where the Holy Spirit can take such 
complete possession of one’s psychic, 
emotional and spiritual qualities that 
He will literally pray through you. I 
have had experiences often, when in 
prayer, I would seemingly be lifted out 
of myself and have found myself praying 
for things and conditions that I could 
not understand. “Likewise the Spirit 
also helpeth our infirmities: for we 
know not what we should pray for as 
we ought: but the Spirit itself maketh 
intercession for us with groanings 
which cannot be uttered.” Romans 8:26. 


Heart Purity 

Prayer is first a vertical matter be- 
tween the soul and its Maker, then it 
becomes horizontal as its influence ra- 
diates to others. Secret sin clogs the 
channel. 

No man ever prayed through a dirty 
heart. One may talk through a dirty 
heart, but true prayer results from a 
clean avenue between the heart and 
God. “Blessed are the pure in heart 
for they shall see God.” An impure 
heart cannot expect to communicate 
with the pure God. Said the Psalmist, 
“If I regard iniquity in my heart, the 
Lord will not hear me.” Let there be 
no bitterness, deceit, unforgiving spirit, 
or double life. A gentleman once asked 
me why it was so hard for him to pray,

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Roosevelt, Hitler, and the Present Economic Col-

idee FULFILLMENT of prophecy in 
the present catastrophic period au- 
thenticates the Bible as the Inspired 
Word of God.

The world is topsy-turvy and 
is moving toward a crash. In view of 
the present world-wide collapse, the 
Modernists and Post-millennialists who 
teach that “day by day in every way 
we are getting better’, must be ex- 
periencing considerable embarrassment. 


Governments are being thrown into 
the melting-pot. Systems which have 
stood for centuries are toppling over. 
Who will say that the nations are not 
in chaos? Statesmen want to know 
whether or not cosmos will ever come 
out of the present chaotic conditions. 


There are four men prominent in 
world affairs whose deeds are being cast 
into prophetic molds: Roosevelt, Hitler, 
Mussolini, and Stalin. Let us study 
them in the order given. 


ees Roosevelt 


| THE NEW PRESIDENT has intro- 
‘duced the principle of American Fasc- 
ism into the political and economic 
structure of the United States. His 
thinking has been poisoned by his 
Liberalism. Seldom a day passes that 
he does not send a new bill to Congress 
for the purpose of curtailing the power 
' of the representatives of the people who 
have been sent to Washington for the 
purpose of enacting laws. He demands 
a constant broadening of dictatorial 
powers.» Many. statesmen are condem- 
ning his policies as being contrary to 
the Constitution. They emphasize the 
fact that he has a working majority in 
both Houses of Congress through which 
he could accomplish almost any reason- 
able objective. They revolt against his 
repeated attempts to make figureheads 
of Congressmen. Ignoring these crit- 
icisms, every passing week the nation 
|} moves in the direction of a dictator- 
| ship. 
“~~ 
This is the spirit of the age, and it is 
a clean-cut fulfillment of Prophecy. 
Statesmen and leaders of high finance 
‘regard a dictatorship as the only way 
out of our present difficulties. The 
President is a psychologist of rare in- 
tuition, and, therefore, keeps pushing 
Congress more and more into the back- 
ground, thereby curbing the power of 
the duly elected representatives. In 
blazing headlines the New York Times 
said on April 21st, “Senate Gets Bill 
For Controlled Inflation Making Presi- 
dent Financial Dictator.” Congressman 
Snell of New York asked on the same 
day, “What could be more radical than 
authority to issue printing press money 
and to give one individual, in direct 
violation of the Constitution, the power 
to alter at will the value of the medium 


through which all business transactions 
are conducted?” 


The forces behind the scenes which 
have created the seeming necessity for 
a financial dictatorship in the United 
States will also make it seem necessary 
to curb freedom of speech and freedom 
of press in due time. And magazines 
like The Defender will be among the 
first upon which an attempt will be 
made to put the clamps. America will 
never be the same again. In the not 
distant future, many will look back up- 
on the days when we used to call our- 
selves a “free people”. You have heard 
it said, “This is a free Country”. The 
way conditions are developing, it is 
evident that this phrase will soon cease 
to speak the truth. But America will 
not be called upon to endure what oth- 
er nations are certain to suffer. 


As these words are written the Presi- 
dent has just expressed his determina- 
tion to rebuild our monetary structure 
from the ground up. The world was 
dazed when he announced that he had 
taken the nation off the gold standard. 
He was evidently forced to do this be- 
cause the gold had been withdrawn 
from circulation in such quantities that 
a sufficient amount of silver and paper 
money could not be issued to meet the 
requirements. Where is the gold of 
the world? So far as I know there is 
but one explanation and that is to be 
found in the *“Protocols of the Wise 
Men of Zion.” 


The President, therefore, made the 
strategic move of inflating the nation’s 
currency. When he did it, United 
States Senator Reed said, “President 
Roosevelt’s program of inflation re- 
minds me of nothing so much as a 
child playing with dynamite.” Instead 
of taking the matter up with Congress, 
Mr. Roosevelt demanded sweeping dic- 
tatorial powers whereby he would be 
responsible to no one but himself. These 
demands have created public resent- 
ment. United States Senator Walcott 
protested against “printing press 
money” and hinted that he thought 
someone was working behind the scenes 
and making demands upon the Chief 
Executive. He said, “It might be urged 
that the President will not exercise the 
authority granted. Then why does he 
ask for it? And surely those who are 
powerful enough to force him to agree 
to this legislation will be strong enough 
to compel him to make it successful.” 


It is reported that the President 
plans to introduce a new gold standard 
on which the financial leaders can agree.

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He plans to put the nations of the 
Western World upon a revised gold 
standard. He has just called repre- 
sentatives of European nations to the 
White House with a view, it is rumored, 
of working out some such plan as this. 


Let statesmen proceed with their 
plans, and when they are through they 
will have established exactly what the 
Bible prophesies, a World Bank over 
which one man, a Superman, Will even- 
tually preside. There is coming a cen- 
tral hub of finance which will take in 
the territory controlled by the Old 
Roman Empire, and its influence will 
be felt throughout all Western Nations. 


The Associated Press said on April 
19th, “The President has in mind bring- 
ing all nations back to the gold stand- 
ard as a measure of stability, but he is 
considering a new standard whereby 
the present ratio of 40 per cent, gold 
reserve for currency would be reduced. 
He will insist upon common action by 
all the nations in establishing the new 
ratio which will permit more cur- 
rency to be circulated on the same sup- 
ply of the precious gold basis.” 

We question if Mr. Roosevelt knows 
that the revolution which he is helping 
to bring about in international finance 
is in direct line with the fulfillment of 
Prophecy. 


The Position Occupied by the Jew 


PARANTHETICALLY it should be 
remembered that the present world 
movements can be understood only as 
the activities of Jewry can be traced 
among the nations. The Jew is the 
gulf-stream from which all of the world 
currents flow. My old-fashioned Grand- 
mother used to knit stockings for the 
family. She made a pair of stockings 
for me by hand when I was a boy. I 
learned that there was one thread that 
ran through each stocking which, if 
followed out, would unravel the gar- 
ment. In exactly the same manner the 
Jew is the thread which runs through 
all the nations of the world. The way 
to unravel the present entangled af- 
fairs is to find the Jewish thread and 
follow it through. 


If you would understand the imme- 
diate future of the United States, Rus- 
sia, France, England, or any other na- 
tion, study its attitude toward the Jews. 
If you would understand the deeds of 
Roosevelt, Mussolini, Hitler, Stalin or 
any other world figure, find his rela- 
tionship to the Jew. 


Some Bible teachers have engaged in 
meaningless sentimental gush when 
studying the relation of the Jew to 
Prophecy. Much has been said about 
the persecution which he has endured. 
A sympathetic attitude toward the Jew 
is commendable, but we should not per- 
mit emotionalism to overbalance the 
plain teaching of the prophets. Paul 
says that in the present period of the 
world’s history the Jew has a “veil” 
over his heart so that he cannot 
understand spiritual truth. They are 
a Chosen People, and the hand of God 
will be eventually vindicated upon them, 
but at the present time they are in a 
“delusion”. No harm will be done in 
locating their position in prophetic de- 
velopments even though we are brought 
to face the stubborn facts that they are 
frequently guilty of crimes, and are 
some times engaged in doing many 
cruel and heartless things. 


The Jew is essentially an egotist. 
He is made of special cloth, and when 
he becomes deliberately sinful, selfish, 
and bigoted, he is capable of sinking 
to depths untouched by peoples of lesser 
capacities. His attitude of self-infla- 
tion, and egotism, was shown a few 
days ago in a speech by Mr. Samuel 
Untermyer, the noted American Jew 
who had just made a $25,000 gift to 
Hebrew University in Palestine. At 
a banquet in New York where this gift 
was celebrated Mr. Untermyer said in 
a speech, ‘Meantime, as the Jew has 
outlived all the centuries of persecu- 
tions of the past, so he will survive 
this tyranny. He is more proud than 
ever of his lineage. He is the aristocrat 
of the world. Other races have come 
and gone. He alone has survived. 
Persecution cannot crush him.” 


Hitler 


LIKE A WILD BEAST that refuses 
to be controlled, Adolph Hitler has been 
swept into power over Germany. The 
newspapers are filled with reports of 
his alleged Jewish persecutions. How- 
ever, judging his deeds from strictly 
the human point of view, it is evident 
that he has been justified in his atti- 
tude toward the powerful Jews of Ger- 
many. The Protocols explain how the 
Semitic men of finance threatened to 
tear down all Gentile nations, that out 
of the chaos they might emerge with 
the balance of power, gagging the na- 
tions in a dictatorship which they pro- 
pose to control, based upon the gold

which they claim is in their hands. | 


The Protocol plot also provides for the 
overthrow of the morals of the Gen- 
tiles. It indicates that powerful Jews 
are back of Communism, not because 
they believe in Atheism, but due to the 
fact that the Red menace serves as a 
tool for creating endless chaos among 
the nations that it touches. 


Hitler and his associates claim to 
have: traced such destructive forces as 
these, and many others, to their original 
source, namely, to powerful German 
Jews.

In the book “The 
United States and Russia in Prophecy”, 
we saw from Daniel that the Old Rom- 
an Empire is to be revived and rebuilt 
into a league of ten nations exactly as 
we see it developing today. This ter- 
ritory will be controlled by power- 
ful Jews who will manipulate the 
gold of the nations, and will emerge 
from European chaos holding the bal- 
ance of power.

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A Personal Testimony From Behind Prison Walls 


By E. L. “Buck” Guernsey, Arizona State Prison, Florence, Arizona,

(Editor’s note: The same day last January 
that the Editor talked and prayed with Mrs. 
Winnie Ruth Judd at the Arizona State Prison, 
he met “Buck”? Guernsey whose zeal in Christian 
service among his fellow prisoners knows no 
bounds. “Buck” has become a real preacher 
and soul-winner behind the high stone walls 
of the penitentiary. It takes courage to stand 
for his convictions in such an environment but 
the shine on his face, the day the Editor met 
him, spoke of an inner experience of spiritual 
victory.) 


WAS born in a small town in the 

State of Missouri in the year 1896. 
Mother was a Christian and I was 
brought up to attend Sunday School 
and church, but my Christian life was 
very vascillating. 


I believe it was in 1912 that I joined 
the Navy and stayed at Great Lakes, 
Illinois, for a few months, when I re- 
ceived a medical discharge and from 
that time I went to the dogs. 


One day, while living in Detroit, 
Michigan, mother found a gun and some 
whiskey in my room as I had been run- 
ning with the Chene Street gang. She 
remonstrated with me and, as I:was at 
the “smart” age, I left home and went 
to Missouri and got into a lot trou- 
ble. I beat my way back to Detroit 
but on the way, while I was sleeping in 
a box car in Chicago, a friend woke me 
up and said, “Take a duck for the cop is 
coming.” As I started out the side 
door something hit me on the back of 
the head. When I came to, I was lying 
across the switch on my back. A brake- 
man came running up with his lantern 
while a moving train was about 150 
feet from me. He pulled me off the 
switch and I told him my story. A rail- 
road doctor fixed me up, and then I 
was taken care of by an old widow 
woman. May God bless her if she is 
still living! This convinces me that 
the Lord was watching over me and 
that mother’s prayers were being an- 
swered. 


While living at Highland Park, Michi- 
gan, mother gave me a $20 bill and 
asked me to go to the store for her. I 
took my kid sister along, bought what 
mother had ordered and told sister to 
wait for me on the corner. That was 
eighteen years ago, and I have never 
seen the folks since that day. 


I came West to Pine Bluff, Wyoming, 
broke as usual, but was lucky enough 
to get a job immediately. I was plan- 
ning on being good, but it just wasn’t 
in me! The idea came to me to be a 
cow boy and have the best kind of an 
outfit but I couldn’t afford it. Satan 
whispered, “Why not steal it?” I did, 
got caught, and paid a fine. Later, I 
stole a horse, traded it off to a friend 
of mine, got another one which I sold 
to an old man in Pine Bluff who still be- 
lieved in me. I guaranteed it was a 
very gentle horse but she was awful 
mean and when he started to get on her, 
he nearly got killed. I left town but 
was picked up in Cheyenne and taken 
back to Nebraska to face charges of 
horse stealing. They gave me my 
choice—stand trial or join the Navy. 
I chose the latter. At this time I was 
under my father’s name, but when in 
Wyoming, I used my own. When 
turned over to the Army officials, I 
knew I was safe. On arriving at Fort 
Logan, Colorado, I told them I was 
there against my will and that I had 


used both names. Needless to say, they 
turned me loose at once. —~ 


On September 5, 1918, I was called 
into Army service where I worked un- 
til August 2, 1919, when I went A. W. 
O. L. (absence without leave) and the 
next year I was turned in at Salt Lake 
City. They had me in a cage in the 
hospital, but I soon got tired of being 
cooped up and broke out one rainy 
night and hit for the hills. I made good 
for awhile, but the desire to “do the 
other fellow” was still there. I went to 
Santa Paula, California, and fell in with 
some old cronies and we passed as 
cousins under an assumed name and we 
got a job at breaking horses. One 
morning, the papers came out with 
blazing headlines “.... arrested in 
Los Angeles for murder.” My cousin 
was sick in Sarbria at the time and I 
was wishing I was some other place 
right then. I sure left in a hurry and 
returned to the Army, received my pun- 
ishment and was discharged. On Jan- 
uary 2, 1921, I was released from Akat- 
raz Island and decided to go into the 
dope racket at Phoenix, Arizona. A 
man and woman were to line it out for 
me but they failed to appear, so that 
was off. After much discouragement, I 
found a job but because of carelessness, 
I was discharged. 


In 1926, I was married and had a 
hard time financially, but finally was 
accepted as a police officer where I 
made good for a while. Then a young 
fellow wanted me to help him on a 
“job” with two others which resulted 
in two being killed and one crippled 
for life. I was soon discharged from 
the police force and was facing a world 
full of enemies. Since I had been drink- 
ing so much, my nerves were all gone 
and I could not find work anywhere. 
I was discouraged and heartsick. At 
last a friend suggested that I leave 
town until things cleared up a bit, but 
being bull-headed, I did not go. 


At last I found some people who 
made a business of cracking safes. I 
threw in with them and we worked in 
different parts of the state and man- 
aged to commit eleven burglaries. The 
long arm of the law reached out at last 
and picked me up. We had just fin- 
ished “boiling soup” by taking nitro- 
glycerine from dynamite and was all in 
from loss of sleep, whiskey and long 
hours of driving. My car, a large Se- 
dan, was standing about 300 feet from 


where I was arrested and had a rifle, — 


a few six shooters, dynamite, caps, fuse 
and nitro in the back. Needless to say 
I lost everything and was soon taken 
before the judge who sentenced me for 
from seven to fourteen years in the 
state prison at Florence, Arizona. The 
convicts had little use for an ex-police 
snag and “doing time” was pretty 
ard. 


One day in March, 1930, while work- 
ing in the carpenter shop, I had planned 
to run away but before going I wanted 
to make a chair and table for my baby 
girl and boy, for if I was caught, I 
knew I would never come back alive. 
My thoughts were divided and at the 
same time I reached for the board I 
was sawing and my fingers struck the 
saw. That — my thought of 
leaving for awhile. 


In the early part of that year, I be- 
gan to feel something working on me 
and found myself trying to break off 
swearing a bit but without much suc- 
cess. n March 29th 1931, Rev. and 
Mrs. John A. Duryea from God’s Bible 
School and Missionary Training Home, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, came to visit me, for 
a relative had sent in a subscription to 
their magazine for me. They talked 
with me regarding my soul’s salvation 
and Brother Duryea gave me his Bible 
and Sister Duryea prayed for me and 
I was truly saved. I had been a smoker 
for twenty-one years but God gave me 
grace to quit that as well as other bad 
habits. I used to go to the chapel here 
at the prison to laugh with the rest of 
the boys, but now we have a Bible class 
two church services every Sunday, and 
a midweek song service, and souls are 
seeking God. 


God is richly blessing my soul these 
days! Oh, yes, the trials are many 
and things look like a failure sometimes 
but just as sure as the sun rises each 
morning, Christ is at my side in every 
emergency and I can say by experience, 
“He is able to keep His own.” 


Some day, when I am released from 
this prison I expect to preach Jesus 
Christ and His love for sin-sick souls 
wherever I go. I praise Him for His 
uttermost salvation!

Hitler is an 
enemy of the Jews, Mussolini is a 
friend of the Jews. Hitler’s future is 
with Russia, and the East, whereas 
Mussolini’s future is with the Revived 
Roman Empire, and the West. Even- 
tually East will meet West for the last 
great war of the age. 


There are two beasts in the thirteenth 
chapter of Revelation; the first is a 
governmental beast, and the second is 
an ecclesiastical beast. The govern- 
mental beast becomes the false Mes- 
siah of the Jews, and is called the Anti- 
christ.

In it we learn the origin of 
the superman atmosphere which has 
surrounded him since he came into 
power; He was tutored as a young man 
in spiritism under an old witch. King 
Saul went to the witch of Endor, and 
Mussolini went to a woman called “Old 
Giovanna”. After reading this book, 
one can understand what Mussolini 
means when he says that he is not 
guided by reason or logic, but by in- 
tuition and an urge from within which 
leads him. He was nurtured in de- 
monism as a young man by a spiritual- 
ist medium. 


In the ninth chapter of the above 
book we read, “...Dovia and_ its 
neighborhood boasted many such human 
oddities, and one among them in par- 
ticular exerted a marked influence over 
the mind of young Benito Mussolini.

‘My 
blood tells me,’ ‘I must listen to my 
blood’, are phrases sometimes used by 
this statesman-gladiator. He will add: 
‘I am like the animals. I feel when 
things are going to happen—some in- 
stinct warns me and I am obliged to 
follow it’.” 


Without doubt the Antichrist will do 
what Mussolini is seeking to do, name- 
ly, revive the Old Roman Empire. And 
Daniel establishes his nationality as a 
Roman “Prince”. Mussolini may later 
become that Man. 


Stalin 


/ RUSSIA has always been famous for 
its persecution of the Jews. It will be 
seen at a glance that this quality 
identifies Hitler with the Soviets. 


As these words are written there is 
a terrible tension existing between 
England and Russia. Ever since the 
Reds butchered the Czar, who was the 
cousin of the King of England, all Brit- 
ishers have felt a deep feeling of re- 
sentment. This feeling is shared by the 
leading statesmen of all European na- 
tions. Russia has always remained 
aloof of the League of Nations, and 
this is most significant because Soviet- 
land was far beyond the borders of Old 
Rome. An inevitable break, and ulti- 
mate hostility, is certain to come be- 
tween the European League and Russia. 
And, since Germany’s future rests with 
Russia, it is easy to understand 
France’s antagonism toward Hitler. 


Front-page headlines of the Buffalo 
Timee said on April 16th “Paris Pre- 
pares For Air Raids”. The article ex- 
pistes that France regards war with 

ussia and Germany as certain. France 
was in the boundary line of the Old 
Roman Empire. 


During the last few weeks Moscow 
has done a daring thitig in arresting six 
British engineers who were employed 
in installing Red machinery. England 
took immediate steps to protect her sub- 
jects, only to be slapped in the face by 
Moscow. The result is, a chasm has 
developed between the two nations 
which is widening every passing day, 
and shows no _ indication of being 
bridged. Meanwhile the Reds have con- 
fined two of the Britishers to prison 
which is taken to mean certain death by 
prolonged torture. England has used 
strong language and many threats, but 
to no avail. Officials say that the whole 
trial was a frameup, that the evidence 
against the Britishers was false, and 
that Stalin’s strategy has been to bring 
these charges against the foreigners 
in order to try to explain to the satis- 
faction of the masses of dissatisfied 
Russian people, why his pet Five-year 
Plan has failed. The Plan has _ been 
such a colossal failure, that in order to 
keep ‘his face with the people, he has 
been forced to get their minds off their 
troubles and try to place the blame up- 
on the foreign engineers, with the ab- 
surd charge that faulty mechanical 
equipment has been installed. 


The fact that England and Russia 
should come to the point of separation, 
which certainly makes war between the 
two countries a decided possibility, is 
also in line with prophetic developments 
for the reason that war between Gog 
and Europe is certain. 


A Triangle 


ATTENTION is now called to the 
three outstanding personalities who will 
precipitate the coming war, and bring 
about the “great tribulation”.

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Education That Educates

The right kind of an education may 
be likened to a new automobile. It may 
cost the owner much, but he knows that 
it is clean, up-to-date, tested, and tried; 
one in which he may travel with ease, 
safety and success. A poor education 
may be compared with a second-handed 
car that costs less; one which has been 
neglected, has poor tires, and is liable 
to break down when you need it most. 
Of course, the owner of either car may 
have a wreck if not careful. 


It is one thing to possess an educa- 
tion and it is another thing to be truly 
educated. It is one thing to be educat- 
ed and another thing to obtain the right 
kind of an education. There is such a 
thing as an educated fool; I have seen 
the species! There is a kind of educa- 
tion that makes a life glow and sparkle 
with joy, success and service. There is 
another kind of education that produces 
a narrow, morbid, selfish, miserable, 
conceited standard of living. One may 
have a head full of facts and yet not 
know how to live. 


You may have what some call the 
best equipment—degrees, diplomas, hon- 
ors and head-knowledge. It may take 
years of efforts to obtain these qualifi- 
cations and yet your life may be on the 
wrong road; your energies may be in- 
vested wrong. I know of some people 
who have spent years in schools, col- 
leges, and universities, who are called 
educated but they are not practical or 
in any way useful. They possess no 
originality of thought, know nothing of 
the spiritual realities of life, are ob- 
sessed with a selfish mental outlook. 
And when their pilgrimage on _ this 
earth will have ended and the balance 
sheet is struck, it will be found that 
they made no contribution to the world 
- in which they lived; they did not prop- 
erly use the brain, heart and mind 
which the Maker had loaned them. Can 
it be said that they were truly edu- 
cated ? 


For more than thirty years I have 
tried to impress the students attending 
my school that there is a difference be- 
tween mere theoretical training and 
true, PRACTICAL education. 


First: The best education starts 
where the Bible begins: “In. the begin- 
ning God.” The first great fact to grip 
is the reality of God. There is no other 
safe foundation upon which to build a 
philosophy of life. We hear a great 
deal about “higher education.” Define 
your term! If by higher education you 
mean a system of thought that takes 
the student away from God and starts 
. him out upon the sea of life without a 
chart, I repeat Paul’s words, “The wis- 
dom of this world is foolishness with 
God.” The higher a nation goes with 
that kind of education, the lower it will 
sink. Before the War Germany gave 
us an example of that sort of thing; it 
blossomed in Nietzsche and its ripened 
fruit was the World War. . It is 
not enough to know about God or 
study about Him, but to believe that He 
is the Personal Father of everyone who 
believes on His Son as the Saviour. 
This loving Father makes known His 
will, enlightens our understanding, and 
moulds the life that is given over to 


Him. ... This is the first step toward 
a real education. 


Second: The student must know “the 
Wonder Book of the Ages.” The great- 
est Book in the world! When “The Stu- 
dent League of Many Nations” of the 
Practical Bible Training School was in 
Washington, the group visited the Con- 
gressional Library and learned that it 
contained three million books. One of 
our students calculated that if he was 
to read continually for a thousand years 
he could not finish the reading of all 
these books. Yet, there is but one Book 
that can truthfully be called “THE 
BOOK.” ‘This Book contains the only 
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true explanation of origins, the purpose 
of life, and the final goal. It reveals 
the plan of salvation and the hope of 
eternal glory through Jesus Christ... . 
God has given us two Words: “the In- 
carnate Word” and “the Written Word.” 
John says that “The Word was made 
flesh, and dwelt among us, and we be- 


held his glory, the glory as of the only 


_— of the Father, full of grace 
and truth.” In true education, the 
Written Word also becomes flesh in our 
lives. We should not only be able to 
quote the Bible from memory, but get 
it into our hearts through Christian ex- 
perience as God’s eternal truth builded 
into mind, soul, brain life and character. 
II Timothy 2:15 is then the next step in 
building a victorious personality. 


Third: We should know ourselves. 
“Know thyself.” While we study 
books, we should also study ourselves— 
our faults and weaknesses, as well as, 
our virtues and good qualities. You 
can count yourself richer the day you 
find a new fault in yourself. To be at 
our best, we should study our parents, 
back two or three generations, to know 
what we have inherited, and resolve by 


the Grace of God to overcome our in- 
herited weaknesses, natural limitations 
and faults, by using every obstacle as 
a stepping stone to something better. 
God has a perfect plan for every life 
and by knowing one’s self, one can bet- 
ter cooperate with the Holy Spirit in 
finding adjustment to that plan. 


Fourth: We should study to know 
others and by seeing weak and strong 
traits of character in them, it will aid 
us to overcome our own weaknesses. 
The man at your side is an open book 
which you will do well to try to read. 
We should not study others from the 
standpoint of being critical; let us al- 
ways strive to be constructive in all 
that we say and do. It is well to seek 
the presence and fellowship of those 
who are able to bring things to pass, 
in order that we may profit from their 
successes. Seek your neighbor’s good, 
not his goods. How many times a 
clean, noble, unselfish life has inspired 
others, particularly young men and 
women, to higher and better achieve- 
ment! 


Fifth: No man’s education is com- 
plete, whether he is training for the 
pulpit, the farm or the professions, un- 
less he acquires at least a general 
knowledge of the scientific principles 
of modern business methods. The 
fundamental of modern business is 
Salesmanship. We are all in the sell- 
ing business. This does not mean that 
our wares are always sold in terms of 
so many dollars and cents. Paul was. 
a master salesman. He sold the Gos- 
pel to the Gentiles. This is to say, he 
knew the underlying principles of ex- 
change; he knew how to invest his ef- 
forts in a manner to awaken desire for 
what he had to offer. Since the true 
measure of success in life can be com- 
puted only in terms of service rendered, 
then it behooves us to be qualified to 
invest of our talents in the widest 
sphere possible and to do this we must 
know how to sell our goods. Russell H. 
Conwell’s famous lecture “Acres of 
Diamonds” was nothing more than a 
statement that there are great oppor- 
tunities at your finger-tips if you are 
trained in the business of knowing how 
to cash in on them. 


These are a few of the practical 
things which are essential to true edu- 
cation and I have sought to outline 
them in a simple conversational way 
with the hope that they will be helpful 
to some young life in getting a solid 
foundation upon which to stand in this 
day of opportunity, a time which is al- 
so cursed by ever increasing tempta- 
tions. 


On our beautiful campus here at Bible 
School Park, New York, we have a 
building called “King Hall.” It is 
named after my friend, the late Byron 
W. King, the noted Lecturer and Teach- 
er. I have heard him stand before 
audiences and vision a creek, river or 
lake and with his eloquent, descriptive 
powers, picture its possibilities for pow- 
er, pleasure and profit. I have listened 
as he has told about some filthy old 
swamp in the center of an island. He 
would visualize it drained, the island 
made over and changed into a place of 
beauty with trees, shrubbery, flowers, 
beautiful home, gardens and boats for 
fishing and pleasure. The swamp was 
converted into a little lake with a shore 
line and lovely drive. The creek was 
dammed up to produce electric power to

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THE QUESTION OF EARTH HISTORY—Deluge 


or Geological Ages? 


By Dudley Joseph Whitney of California, 
and Douglas Dewar of England 





HAT part of the Christian church 
which is firm in the belief that the 
Bible is the inspired Word of God is 
convinced that the earth came into be- 
ing by creation and that the doctrine 
of evolution is not true science, but 
concerning the manner of creation and 
the history of the earth the vast ma- 
jority of Christians are undecided. 


Evolutionary geologists teach that 
the earth is hundreds of millions of 
years old and that life in some form 
or other has existed for long ages. 
Some Christians try to fit Genesis to 
this kind of history; others assert that 
the earth is not old, but that it was 
put in order only a few thousand years 
ago, just as Genesis seems to indicate 
to the average reader, and that plants, 
animals, and man were then created. 
This group of Bible believers believe 
that the fossils of ancient creatures 
which are found in the rocks came from 
the earth-ruin of the Deluge, not by 
processes continuing for long ages. If 
Christians really want to decide about 
evolution and creation, they should de- 
termine to reach a decision concerning 
the beginning and history of the earth. 


The Question to be Decided 


The question to be decided is this: 
Did the earth pass through long ages 
as textbooks in geology and scientists 
generally assert? Or did the fossils 
come by the Deluge in Noah’s day? 
Or did the earth have some other his- 
tory, and were the fossils formed some 
other way? The time has come to de- 
termine that matter. 


The writer of this part of the dis- 


.cussion (D. J. Whitney) and certain 


other Christian scholars have studied 
the problem from many angles, scrip- 
tural and scientific, and are convinced 
that the fossils came by the Deluge, 
and that a literal-day creation of the 
earth a few thousand years ago, just 
as Genesis indicates to the normal read- 
er, should be believed. Other men be- 
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operate factories, mills, light cities, and 
furnish clothing, furniture, etc. He 
saw the land cultivated to bring forth 
food and wealth. Trees were _made 
into chairs, furniture and carvings. In 
fact, Byron W. King saw possibilities in 
everything. 


Some of us see only hard, cold, every 
day facts; we live in a rut, lose hope 
and have no vision of better things. 
Others see the world as a work-shop in 


which wonderful things can be pro-. 


duced. Someone has truthfully said: 


Two men looked out 
From behind the bars, 
One saw mud, 

And the other saw stars.

In the May, June and July DEFEND-

lieve other things, and the layman can 
be helped in deciding the subject if 
those who believe differently will say 
why they refuse to accept this doctrine 
that the rocks came by the Deluge. 


The second author, (Douglas Dewar) 
has written a widely read book, “Dif- 
ficulties of the Evolutionary Theory”. 
t has been acclaimed as the most 
scientific book assailing the theory of 
evolution from the biological standpoint 
yet published, but this book was written 
in the belief that the earth was old and 
passed through many geologic ages. 
Since its publication Mr. Dewar has 
been studying the geological side of 
the problem of creation and as yet can- 
not reach the conclusion that the Del- 
uge is responsible for the fossils or 
that creation occurred in six literal days 
about six thousand years ago. Before 
accepting Deluge geology he decided to 
investigate the case against it with the 
utmost care and following this short 
statement for Deluge geology, he will 
give his reasons next month for oppos- 
ing it. Readers of The Defender will 
then have both sides of the case: the 
case for Deluge geology by the writer 
and the case against it by Mr. Dewar, 
who, though not a geologist, is a biolo- 
gist of standing and the author of 
numerous works on biology. 


The Case for Deluge Geology 

The admirable works of George Mc- 
Cready Price, the most noted proponent 
of Deluge geology and Contributin 
Editor to The Defender, are devo 
primarily toward the overthrow of the 
evolutionary theory of geological ages. 
I take the position that if the geological 
ages are discredited the Deluge has to 
be given the credit for the rocks; in 
other words, that the ruin of standard 
geological theories makes necessary be- 
lief that the fossils came by the Deluge. 


Before getting down to definite evi- 
dences upon the subject, a few words 
upon the attitude of men about this 
problem are in order. A century and 
a half ago scholars mostly believed that 
the fossils came by the Deluge. Some 
men, however, were attacking this doc- 
trine. They said, ‘How did the deluge 
do this? How did the Deluge put one 
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kind of fossil one place and another in 
another place: id it not mix 
them up? How did this condition de- 
velop? How did that condition develop? 
Where did the water come from?” 
One difficulty after another arose. They 
found so many difficulties to Deluge 
geology that they turned from it and 
adopted the theory of geological uni- 
formity, which is to say, the doctrine of 
evolution in earth history, the doctrine 
of geological ages. 


The fossils are there whether we un- 
derstand HOW they came there or not. 
If there are ten difficulties confrontin 
Deluge geology, there are a hundre 
confronting evolutionary geology. The 
evolutionist abhors the difficulties of 
Deluge geology but glides over in com- 
fort greater difficulties of his own 
position. He strains at the gnat and 
swallows the camel. The case is not 
to be decided by solving all difficulties, 
but by determining the preponderance 
of evidence. And I submit that the best 
evidence is for Deluge geology and 
against the doctrine of the so-called 
“ages”. 

Evidences for Catastrophe 

First comes the sign of violence in 
the rocks, of quick deposit, such as the 
Deluge demands, ard the supposed or- 
derly arrangement of evolutionary 
geology rejects. 


The coal beds (in large part at least) 
were formed by the washing of vege- 
tation into place and their covering by 
sediment before decay. Mr. Dewar will 
doubtless acknowledge this. Coal beds 
usually are in a series; sometimes half 
a dozen coal beds, one above another; 
sometimes twenty or more in a series. 
Violence had to accompany their for- 
mation. The geologist must choose be- 
tween a Deluge for each coal bed and 
its covering, or between one Deluge for 
the series. Obviously one Deluge for 
the series is more reasonable. And, if 
a Deluge could form as great series of 
coal beds as are found in England, 
America, and other parts of the earth, 
it ought to be believed capable of form- 
ing all the stratified rocks save, of 
course, those known to be recent. 


Right here comes the importance of 
the earlier question: How did this hap- 
pen? Obviously we cannot tell how it 
happened, but we see the coal beds there 
just the same and the signs of quick 
violent deposits. Therefore men who 
insist upon an answer to the question, 
how the Deluge did these things, are 
out of order and they are reasoning 
wrongly. We can see that conditions 
exist without knowing just how they 
came about. 


Another sign of violent deposit of 
sediment and quick formation of the 
rocks is the presence in places of great 
deposits of fish fossils. Surely earth 
and water would have to move with 
the violence of a Deluge in order to 
produce these. Certainly extreme 
violence must have buried the animals 
or plants which form the vast reser- 
voirs of petroleum here and there 
throughout the earth. There are many 
more signs of extreme violence in the 
rocks all of which are completely op- 
posed to the doctrine of uniformity in 
geology. 

The proponents of Deluge geology al- 
so point to the widespread traditions 
of the Flood among the peoples of the 
earth, for Genesis is not alone by any 
means in telling of this, though the 


Bible contains the most simple, direct 
and reasonable narrative. he evolu- 
tionist has no way to make his geology 
fit these traditions and be logical. The 
Deluge geologist finds that his theory 
fits both the condition of the rocks and 
the traditions of mankind. 


What did the Deluge do? 


The geologists find that the highest 
mountain ranges on earth are of very 
recent uplift and this fact puzzles them. 
Allowing for a Deluge to suit human 
traditions and the other conditions just 
mentioned, the obvious time to decide 
for the uplifts is immediately following 
and during the Deluge. Such uplift 
in fact doubtless was by degrees and 
not in a lunge. Even yet the earth is 
not entirely stable. And, if the moun- 
tains arose right after the Deluge, the 
obvious conclusion should be that the 
Deluge laid down the sedimentary rock 
that forms the mountain masses. This 
is a very natural conclusion. All of 
this, one can see, is something more 
than argument against geological ages: 
it is a positive argument that the Del- 
uge formed the rocks. 


One Period of Deposit Versus Several 
Periods 

After all, except for the need to ac- 
cept the Bible account, the greatest 
single point in determining the nature 
of the past history of the earth is to 
decide whether the rocks came in one 
period of deposit or in several, which 
is to say, in a series of ages. The 
geologists assert ages laid the layers 
of rock down, one upon the other, like 
the skins on an onion. Doubtless their 
chief argument for this is that the fos- 
sils are not usually jumbled up, but 
segregated from fossils of entirely dif- 
ferent type. Fossils of the so-called 
Cambrian age for example, are usually 
different from Tertiary fossils and are 
found in different places, and so are 
the fossils of the other layers. We 
will agree that it is difficult to see 
how the Deluge could do this. The 
geologists observe this evidence and 
build their theory of the ages upon the 
idea that the fossils of different kinds 


‘ were formed at different times. 


In this connection let me proclaim 
aloud and emphatically what Professor 
Price has dwelt upon so strongly and 
stated in these words: “The whole 
scheme of geological history set forth 
by the geologists is based primarily 
upon the effort to get the fossils de- 
posited in a definite order, and in doing 
this the geologists have violated almost 
every law of physics that could pos- 
sibly be used in geology.” Please note 
that statement: Law after law of 
physics is ignored and trodden under 
foot by geologists in the name of 
science in order to get the fossils de- 
posited as geologists think they ought 
to have been deposited. Where is the 
geologist who will have the courage to 
deny this fact? 


We have already seen the signs of 
catastrophe in the rocks and indica- 
tions of rapid deposit, which in itself 
would discredit the age theory. We 
find that to get the fossils deposited 
according to ages that the crust of the 
earth would have had to rise and fall 
here, and there, many times in order 
to get sediment deposited in the right 
place, and in order to have land from 
which the sediment could be eroded. 
We would have to have glacial epochs

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THE MESSAGE OF A 
MORNING GLORY

HILE speaking last summer at the 

Eliada camp grounds four miles 
West of Asheville, North Carolina, in 
the Blue Ridge Mountains, I went for 
a stroll early one morning. It seemed 
that nature was garbed in its most 
beautiful-dress that day as I climbed 
mountain sides and walked through 
valleys. 


Passing a small corn field my eyes 
fell upon a_ beautiful morning-glory 
vine which had wrapped itself around 
a stalk. And that morning-glory 
preached me an eloquent sermon. There 
it hung draping the stalwart corn stalk 
and its beautiful pods possessed bright- 
er and more beautiful colors than any 
artist could ever hope to paint. Only 
God could produce such a work of art. 


I asked myself how such beauty could 
work its way up through the old yellow 
clay from such a small vine, and climb 
to the topmost point of the corn stalk. 
Certainly the yellow soil had no beauty 
in it. The morning-glory was not the 
product of environment, it was not ex- 
ternal conditions that produced such 
beauty; it was the life in the vine that 
was manifesting itself. Not unlike this, 
is the position in which we are placed as 
children of God. There is no beauty in 
our carnal environment. Heart life is 
not changed by a change of environ- 
ment. Put a hog in a parlor and it will 
still be a hog. Something will change 
but it won’t be the hog. Ideal environ- 
ment is not sufficient to produce a beau- 
tiful life. There must be an inner 
change. 


But the life of God formed in the soul 
of man will express itself and radiate 
the virtues of the Spirit. Jesus said, 
“T am the vine, ye are the branches.” 
From the vine to the branch there flows 
sap which is the very life of the vine. 
As we are linked to Christ with a Spir- 
it-filled experience, the sap of His eter- 
nal life will permeate our beings and 
we will blossom and bear fruit for Him. 
As the life of the morning-glory ger- 
minated in the dirt could bring forth a 
beautiful flower, it is also true that the 
life of Christ germinated in the human 
heart will bring forth a beautiful vic- 
torious, overcoming life. 


I continued to ramble up and down 
the hills; the beautiful pines, the moss 
covered rocks, the carpet of green 
grass, the singing of the birds, the mel- 
ody of the flowing stream; all of these 
things presented themselves to me that 
day as the handiwork of God. Nature 
seemed to be in tune, but, alas, man, 
because his image has been marred by 
sin is by nature out of harmony with 
God and the world of which he is a part. 
But it is possible for the heart of man 
to become so tuned with the Infinite 
through the presence of the Holy Spir- 
it that he too can burst forth with na- 
ture in shouting, “The Heavens declare 
the glory of God and the firmament 
showeth His handiwork.” 
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come here and there through the ages 
so as to make glacial deposits so-called, 
near the equator, although earlier and 
later semi-tropical conditions reigned 
at the poles. We would have to find 
indications of a geological period very 
short at one place but extremely long 
at another place, with long periods 
missing in almost every part of the 
globe. The sequence of life forms in 
the ages would have to come incon- 
sistently. Some of the most advanced 
reptile forms would live and die before 
the so-called age of reptiles; millions 
of years of advanced marine life would 
occur before any land vegetation of 
more than the simplest type existed. 


Worst of all, however, for the argu- 
ment that fossils were deposited in a 
series of periods is the fact that often 
rock of a supposedly old formation lies 
smoothly and without sign of disturb- 
ance upon rock supposedly much young- 
er, which in principle would be like 
stating that the roof of a house was 
built before the foundation was laid. 
The alleged difference in ages is based 
solely upon the need to get the fossils 
in the right order to sustain the idea 
of evolution that lower forms of life 
evolved into higher forms and left their 
fossils in the different layers to tell 
the tale no matter what laws of me- 
chanics would have to be violated be- 
fore the rocks could get in such order. 
Who can deny this? The only way the 
rocks could get in such reverse order 
to build the ages would be to have the 
upper rock shoved, often for scores of 
miles on the under rock, all without 
causing any disturbance either above 
or below! Men laugh at the Deluge 
for demanding violent earth move- 
ments, but the greatest movements 
needed in Deluge geology would be up- 
and-down movements of the crust of 
the earth, while ages geology would 
demand those, and many times the num- 
ber too, and in addition side thrusts a 
thousand times as great, and thrusts 
a million times as miraculous as any- 
thing the Deluge calls for. 


They scorn the Deluge idea for need- 
ing a miracle, and they themselves 
need a far greater miracle. 


These supposed side thrusts of the 
crust of the earth, by the way, would 
have to take place on a globe, non cool- 
ing, non shrinking, and as rigid as a 
ball of steel, a thing as ridiculous most 
of the other claims made for evolution. 


The question is simply this: We have 
the rocks, and the fossils therein. The 
evolutionists assert that they came by 
the ages; the only other explanation 
that has any standing whatever is that 
they came by the Deluge. If some 
third explanation that was reasonable 
could be suggested it would demand 
respect, but until it is suggested the 
failure of the ages calls for belief in 
Deluge geology and the book of Genesis. 
There are difficulties to the Deluge 
theory and we can all admit that these 
difficulties should be respected. How- 
ever, there are immeasurably greater 
difficulties before ages geology, and in 
addition there are positive reasons for 
thinking that the Deluge caused the 
fossils. Mr. Dewar, I believe, refuses 
to accept the old-line geolory that the 
textbooks assert, though in view of 
certain great difficulties to Deluge geol- 
ogy he hesitates to accept that. It is 
right that he should state the case 





opposed to this theory that the fossils 
came by the Deluge.

“OF the depth of the riches, both 
of the wisdom and knowledge of 
God! How unsearchable are His judg- 
ments, and His ways past tracing out. 
For who hath known the mind of the 
Lord? or who hath been his counsel- 
lor?” (Romans 11:33-34). 


Humanity must ever stand in awe 
before the realization of the greatness 
and omnipotence of God. It is impos- 
sible for the finite mind to grasp His 
sublimity, but here and there He has 
vouchsafed us a glimpse into His vast 
resources of wisdom and power. His 
immeasurable love has given us a reve- 
lation that we are able to see “as 
through a glass, darkly” that we may 
“now know in part”, but with the as- 
surance that sometime “we shall know 
even as we also are known”. In His 
wisdom He has sent His Spirit, that 
even though “eye hath not seen, nor 
ear heard, neither have entered into 
the heart of man the things which God 
hath prepared for them that love Him” 
yet He “hath revealed them unto us 
by His Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth 
all things, yea, the deep things of God”. 
So with the promise of the guiding 
wisdom of the Holy Spirit we may 
search the deep things of God and 
= a glimpse of His Plan Of The 

ges. 


The Aions of God 


In the Bible, the only measure of 
time greater than that of the year is 
expressed by the Greek word AION. 
In the New Testament alone the word 
is used 124 times and is translated 
variously as “world, course, forever and 
ever, eternal, end, ages”. These per- 
iods vary in length as measured by 
years. In the history of God’s dealings 
with man we find at least seven ages, 
but we can go back still farther and 
discover evidence that God’s ages pre- 
ceded the creation,of man; and through 
His revelation we can look into the 
future and see that there are ages yet 
to come. In all these ages Jesus is 
King, and they have all been made by 
Him for the eternal purpose of God. 
(Eph. 3:11). 


As we strive to pierce the dark cur- 
tains of the ages gone, we may find in 
the command given to Adam to be 
fruitful, and multiply, and replenish 
the earth, a suggestion that once before 
it had been an inhabited planet, but 
that because of sin, perhaps of the an- 
gels, as hinted in II Peter 2:4 and 
Jude 6, or some pre-historic race of be- 
ings, a great cataclysm had brought 
destruction to the earth and it had be- 
come a place of chaos. “The earth 
was waste and void; and darkness was 
upon the face of the deep.” 


Three Divisions of the Aions 


Peter speaks of (1) ‘‘the world that 
was”, referring to the time mentioned 
as “the beginning”, through the crea- 
tion period down to the Flood. (II Peter 


3:6). Paul tells us of (2) “this present — 


evil world”, and also of (3) “the ages 
to come”. (Gal. 1:4, Eph. 2:7). Thus 


we have God’s great divisions of the 
ages of ages, but we are concerned 
chiefly with the second and third, for 
in these we see God’s plan of redemp- 
tion éoming to fulfillment, and they 
deal with conditions as we know them 
in reality, and as with the eye of faith 
we can see them in the ages to come, 


Seven Ages Of Man 


In Hebrews 2:7 we are. told that God 
made man a little lower than the angels, 
crowning him with glory and honor, and 
setting him over the works of His 
hands. He placed him in a beautiful 
garden in a beautiful world, and gave 
him the right to become the companion 
of Deity. But man chose to serve Satan 
and sin, and the AGE OF INNO- 
CENCE ended with the expulsion from 
the garden. 


God then put man on probation. He 
gave him his freedom, with conscience 
as his only guide, and the result of this 
AGE OF FREEDOM is sadly recorded 
in Gen. 6:5-7. 


Out of the millions of men, only one 
man and his family were found worthy 
to survive the great catastrophe with 
which the earth was cleansed from 
wickedness. After the world was re- 
populated through Noah, men became 
city builders an created a system of 
human government as a solution to the 
problem of living in close proximity.

DISPENSATION OF GRACE had be- 
gun. 


_ Christ, by the Holy Spirit was choos- 
ing His Bride out of the world. Instead 
of a people who are His by right of 
birth, He chooses the ones who are born 
anew “of the water and the Spirit”. 
Instead of a fleshly house He now has 
a spiritual house. No more does,He 
look to the house of Abraham, for “He 
has visited the Gentiles to take out of 
them a people for His name” and when 
He has done that He will rebuild the 
tabernacle of David and establish His 
kingdom in glory and power. (Acts 
15:14-18). 


, Im this spiritual house the Gentiles 
are no longer strangers, but fellow 
citizens with the saints, and of the 
household of God. (Eph. 2:11-22). Any 
beng who hears the _— message 
as the right to accept it, for the invi- 
tation is “Let whosoever will come”. 
And any one coming in faith to accept 
Jesus as the Son of God, his Saviour, 
with his heart purified by faith; his 
character changed by repentance, thus 
becoming dead to sin; united with Him 
in the likeness of His death through 
baptism; rising to walk in newness of 
life—a new creature in Christ Jesus; 
adding to his faith the Christian attri- 
butes of virtue, knowledge, self-control, 
atience, brotherly kindness, and love, 
as the assurance that “thus shall be 
supplied unto him the entrance into the 
eternal kingdom of our Lord and Sav- 
iour, Jesus Christ.” 


This Christian age has extended 
throughout more than nineteen hundred 
years. The prophecies have given us 
signs, warning us of its approaching 
completion, and every indication is that 
we are very near the end, not of the 
world, but of this age. For centuries hu- 
manity has been wandering in the black- 
ness of sin’s awful night, but the dawn is 
beginning to appear, for “Night’s can- 
dles are burnt out, and jocund day 
stands tiptoe on the misty mountain 
top”. The morning star is peeping over 
the eastern horizon. 


The period which Paul called the

Seventeen of the fifty sections of 
the discussion are as follows: “The 
Population of the World”, “The Unity 
of Languages”, “The Mendelian Inher- 
itance Law”, “Biometry”, “No New 
Species Now”, “The Age of the Earth”, 
“Geology and History”, “Geographical 
Distribution”, “Chance or Design?”, 
“Eight Impassable Gulfs”, “Hybrids”, 
“Paleontology”, “Vestigial Organs”, 
“Serology, or Blood Tests”, “Embryol- 
ogy”, “The Origin of the Soul”, “Evo- 
lution Aids Infidelity and Atheism”. 

The above outline of some of the 
chapter headings will serve to convey 
an idea of the contents. This book can- 
not be called an argument against evo- 
lution unless tearing a thing all to piec- 
es can be called arguing. When Dr. 
Williams gets through, he has not left 
“a single leg” for the evolutionists to 
stand on. He is merciless in his indict- 
ment. The amazing thing is that so 
much can be packed into so few pages. 
One of the very valuable sections has to 
do with mathematics, the purest of all 
sciences. His discussion from the 
standpoint of mathematics is simply 
unanswerable. 


Here is an ideal book to be put in 
the hands of high school and college 
students, indeed preachers and_ all 
thoughtful people who may have been 
betrayed or who are in process of be- 
trayal to the point of losing their faith 
in God, the Bible and the fundamentals 
of the faith.

hundreds of people have asked me this 
question—What is the mark of the 
beast? Some have weadered if it had 
anything to do with .eeping the old 
Jewish Sabbath day with all its ordi- 
nances and ritua’=m. Others have 
wondered if it has anything to do with 
labor unions. Some have wondered if 
there were any connection between it 
and the chain stores. Some have won- 
dered if it has anything to do with 
lodges insomuch that lodges have taken 
images of beasts as their emblems. 
Now, it has nothing to do with any of 
these things whatsoever’ In Revela- 
tion 13:17 we notice that there is a 
mark, or the name of the beast, or the 
number of his name.

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WHEN ANTICHRIST REIGNS

fe ORDER to correct a false impres- 
sion existing in the church of Thes- 
salonica, concerning the day of the 
Lord, and the second coming of Christ, 
the apostle Paul writes, “Now we be- 
seech you, brethren, by the coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and by our gath- 
ering together unto him, that ye be not 
soon shaken in mind, or be troubled, 
neither by spirit, nor by word, nor by 
letter as from us, as that the day of 
Christ is at hand. Let no man deceive 
you by any means: for that day shall 
not come, except there come a falling 
away first, and that man of sin be re- 
vealed, the son of perdition; who op- 
poseth and exalteth himself above all 
that is called God, or that is wor- 
shipped; so that he as God sitteth in the 
temple of God, shewing himself that he 
is God.” II Thess. 2:1-4. 


This inspired language from the 
Apostle, makes it very clear that the 
Revelation of Jesus Christ will be pre- 
ceded by a great apostasy, and out of 
this shall come “the Man of Sin” the 
“Wicked” One or “Antichrist.” How- 
ever, Paul reminds the brethren in that 
church of a certain restraining power 
that would hinder his full manifesta- 
tion until the time of the very end. No 
such a being as described by Paul, has 
ever lived on this earth and he cannot 
be revealed, till the restraining power 
is taken away. And without doubt the 
restraining power is the Holy Spirit 
and the true church of Christ. The 
Holy Spirit and the body of Christ, the 
true church, are caught away in the 
Rapture, and this event is very im- 
minent, “And then shall that Wicked 
be revealed, whom the Lord shall con- 
sume with the spirit of his mouth, and 
shall destroy with the brightness of his 
coming.” 


Our Lord tells us in the Olivet dis- 
course, that in the end time of this 
Age there shall be “distress of nations, 
with perplexity. . . . Men’s hearts fail- 
ing them for fear.” All these condi- 
tions now exist among the nations of 
the earth. God’s inspired, infallible 
Word, tells us that out of this “distress 
of nations” and sea of chaos there will 
come ten world powers, united in a 
great confederacy, and will occupy 
practically the same territory as that 
which comprised the old Roman Em- 
pire. Twenty-five hundred years ago, 
Daniel, the Prophet, was given the 
exact information concerning the rise 
of these ten kingdoms. “After this I 
saw in the night visions, and behold a 
fourth beast, dreadful and terrible, and 
strong exceedingly; and it had great 
iron teeth: it devoured and brake in 
pieces, and stamped the residue with 
the feet of it: and it was diverse from 
all the beasts that were before it; and 
it had ten horns.” Daniel 7:7. 


This beast which Daniel saw was 
none other than the Roman Empire, 
and the ten horns which came out of the 
beast, are explained by Daniel to be 
“ten kings” which shall arise out of 
this kingdom. As Daniel was studying 
these horns in the vision, he saw an- 
other horn — up in the midst of 
the ten horns, this horn had “eyes 
like the eyes of man, and a mouth 


speaking great things.” This little 
horn with “eyes of a man” put down 
three of the ten horns (kings). This 
leaves seven kings and he is the eighth, 
and dominates the other seven. God 
also revealed to Daniel that he should 
“speak great words against the most 
High, and shall wear out the saints of 
the most High, and think to change 
times and laws: and they shall be given 
into his hand until a time and times 
and the dividing of times.” Daniel 
7:25. The Devil will turn the forces of 
the pit loose on this earth when Anti- 
christ reigns. 


From this language, we learn that a 
great Dictator will control the affairs of

this earth during the closing period of 
this age. He will be a great Superman, 
with superhuman intelligence, and 
Revelation 13:7 says, “And it was given 
unto him to make war with the saints, 
and to overcome them: and power was 
given him over all kindreds, and 
tongues, and nations. Now this Super- 
man, or Dictator, will be given this 
great authority by Satan and the time 
of his rule as revealed in prophecy will 
be for a “time, and times, and the divid- 
ing of time” which is another way of 
saying three-and-one-half years, ‘or 
1260 days. Jesus told John on the 
Isle of Patmos in Rev. 13:5 ‘‘And there 
was given unto him a mouth speaking 
great things and blasphemies: and 
power was given unto him to continue 
forty and two months.” (forty two 
months is three-and-one-half years.) 


This man will gladly accept the crown 
from Satan, which our Lord Jesus 
Christ spurned when He was tempted 
in the wilderness of Judea. Endowed 
with supernatural powers, he will be 
the greatest financial wizard, the 
shrewdest diplomat, the most wonder- 
ful administrator in governmental af- 
fairs this world has ever known. “And 
his power shall be mighty, but not by 


his own power: and he shall destroy 
wonderfully, and shall prosper, and 
practise, and shall destroy the mighty 
and the holy people. And through his 
policy also he shall cause craft to pros- 
er in his hand; and he shall magnify 
imself in his heart, and by peace shall 
destroy many; he shall also stand up 
against the Prince of princes (Christ) ; 
but he shall be broken without hand.” 
Daniel 8:24—25. This is the portrait 
of Satan’s masterpiece, as given to 
Daniel. Apostate humanity having re- 
jected the true Messiah will accept the 
Devil’s Man “Whose coming is after 
the working of Satan with all power 
and signs and lying wonders, and with 
all deceivableness of unrighteousness in 
them that perish; because they received 
not the love of the truth, that they 
might be saved. And for this cause 
God shall send them strong delusion, 
that they should believe a lie: that they 
all might be damned who believed not 
the truth, but had pleasure in unright- 
eousness.” II Thess. 2:9—12. We are 
living in a time of awful apostasy, in 
the “falling away”, and the world is 
rapidly being prepared for the coming 
of the “Lawless One”. Humanity is 
ready for the “strong delusion” men- 
tioned in the above Scripture. 


Antichrist, the white horse rider 
(Rev. 6:2) comes into the world as a 
conquering hero, and will be accepted 
by multitudes of people as their great 
Deliverer. ‘And all the world wonder- 
ed after the beast.” Rev. 13:3. Gener- 
ally speaking he will be accepted by 
apostate Jews as their Messiah, at the 
beginning of his career. He will enter 
into an agreement with many of the 
Jews (probably with the Zionist Or- 
ganization) to protect them in their 
newly established worship, in a rebuilt 
temple in the City of Jerusalem. The 
dedication of that temple will be one 
of the greatest days ever known in 
Jewry. Multitudes of Jews as well as 
Gentiles from every corner of the earth 
will be there for the festivities. The 
Roman “Prince”, head of the great ten 
kingdom confederacy will no doubt be 
there. The “convenant” between him 
and Israel will be read at the dedicatory 
services. And for the first time since 
the destruction of the temple in A. D. 
70, by the Roman army, the Sacrifices 
shall be instituted, and worship estab- 
lished in the new temple. For three- 
and-one-half years the Covenant will 
be kept by the world Dictator, but “in 
the midst of the week, he shall cause 
sacrifice and the oblation to cease” 
Daniel 9:27. His own mechanical 
Image shall be set up in the temple at 
which time we will witness the triumph 
of “Technocracy”, and Jews must wor- 
ship him as god under penalty of death. 
In Matthew 24:15 our Lord speaks of 
this event in the following language 
“When ye therefore shall see the 
abomination of desolation, spoken of by 
Daniel the prophet, stand in the holy 
place, (whoso readeth, let him under- 
stand:)”. This will be the beginning 
of the greatest “tribulation” ever known 
to the Jewish race. Thousands of them 
will be slaughtered in the most ruth- 
less way. They will be hunted like 
beasts. It will be Jacob’s trouble (Jer. 
30:6). 

A reign of terror will encircle the 
globe. A very vivid picture of those 
days is given in Rev. 6:9-11. The 
Image of Antichrist well be set up in 
numerous places over the earth, and

and upon making a direct inquiry I 
found that there was hidden away in 
his life a deliberate secret sin. No won- 
der he could not pray. I heard of a 
small boy whose mother gave him a 
spanking, and that evening at the fam- 
ily altar, he prayed for every other 
member of the family except his 
mother. Rising to his feet he said to 
her, “You got left out didn’t you?” 
Don’t try to pray that way! 


Jesus taught His disciples to say 
“Forgive us our debts as we forgive 
our debtors.” The first condition thus 
laid down is that things have to be 
made right with our fellow-men if we 
are to have true access to God, and be- 
come a channel through which creative, 
spiritual energies can flow. To really 
pray one must be under an open heaven. 


Spiritual Science. 


Men of science frequently ask, “Why 
pray?” They say that prayer may be 
all right for the widows and orphans, 
and that it may have a commendable 
psychological reaction upon the one 
who prays, but as far as performing 
miracles and actually bringing about 
changes in the material world is con- 
cerned, they take the position that such 
an assumption is absurd. They remind 
us that the natural world is governed 
by a reign of law. With our scientific 
apparatus we have probed into the an- 
atomy of the planet, and scientists as- 
sure us that the world operates like 
a big machine. They say that one 
might pray forever but could never hope 
to change a natural law. They have 
a great deal to say about the various 
“ologies”, geology, biology, chemistry, 
physics, etc., etc. 


I recall how one evening in a uni- 
versity city when I had spoken on 
prayer, and made the deliberate state- 
ment that the day of miracles was not 
past, that God was the same immutable 
changeless One, that Jesus Christ is 
the same yesterday, today, and forever, 
how a gentleman of great learning 
came to me at the close of the address 
and said that he had enjoyed the mes- 
sage, but that he could not go along 
with me on the matter of miracles. 
Said he, “I am a professor in the uni- 
versity, and a teacher of chemistry. 
You could pray until the crack of doom, 
and never be able to change an element 
in chemistry.” Thereupon, I reminded 
him that Jesus in Cana of Galilee 
changed the chemistry of water into 
the chemistry of wine. He asked me, 
“Winrod, can you change water to 
wine?” I replied that I had never 
tried it, but I said, “I think I know 
something of the spiritual, scientific law 
that Jesus worked when He drew His 
finger through the water, and the water 
looked up, saw its Maker and blushed 
crimson wine.” 


There was a tumbler of water nearby. 
I asked the chemist what that water 
was made of, and he replied “hydrogen 
and oxygen”. I then inquired what the 
hydrogen was made of, and he said 
that no one knew what hydrogen was, 
that we only know it is a gas and that 
it exists. I replied that Jesus Christ 
knew the composition of hydrogen and 
that according to John 1:1-3 He had 
created all the hydrogen there is on 
this planet. I then asked him what the 
oxygen was made of and received a 
similar answer, namely that no one 


could hope to know the ultimate com- 
position of the gas. 

I said, “Professor, isn’t it a fact that 
no chemist knows the ultimate com- 
position of any of the ninety-two ele- 
ments which have been discovered?” 
He thought a moment and said, “Yes, 
that is true.” I then explained that 
the reason scientists can not hope to 
know what the stuff is, out of which 
these elements are made, is because 
when they are traced back of the phy- 
sical world and into the creative realm 
where they originate, they are taken 
into the spiritual world. There is a 
spiritual world back of things physical. 
The world of reality is not the physical 
world; it is transitory and ever chang- 
ing; it is here today and gone tomor- 
row; it is to be questioned if there is 
a single cell in your body that was 
there seven years ago. The relation of 
the spiritual world to the physical 
world is that of cause to effect. All 
causes proceed from the unseen. God 
is a spirit, and He sets in motion the 
spiritual causes out of which physical 
effects are made. When one touches 
God in prayer he touches causes. When 
a cause is change@ in the spiritual 
world, the effect will automatically be 
made to conform in the physical world. 
“Through faith we understand that the 
worlds were framed by the word of 
God, so that things which are seen were 
not made of things which do appear.” 
Hebrews 11:3. 


We live daily in an invisible world. 
Human personality is invisible. In per- 
sonality there is embodied purpose, in- 
telligence and will. These qualities are 
unseen. The mirror has never been 
made that is capable of showing us our 
true selves. Sciencé has made photo- 
graphic plates which can take pictures 
in the dark, but no plate can photo- 
graph the personality or a thought or 
action of the will. As you read a book 
and do not see the author, so also, one 
may look at the material world and not 
be able to see the forces which produce 
it. The visible emerges from the in- 
visible. Balfour truthfully said, “We 
know too much about matter to be ma- 
terialists.” 


Natural laws are material at one 
end and spirit at the other. Everything 
science has proved in the physical world 
is linked to a spiritual cause which 
science has not proved. Biology tells 
about life, but it cannot explain what 
life is for life is spirit. Astronomy 
tells about the movement of heavenly 
bodies, but it cannot explain what mov- 
es the movement because force is spirit. 
Sir Isaac Newton discovered the law 
of gravitation, but he did not discover 
gravity; for gravity is still a mystery. 
Scientists used to believe that the atom 
was the ultimate particle of solid sub- 
stance, but now we have torn it to 
pieces, and on the inside we have found 
electrons and protons vibrating at a 
terrific speed; trace materialism 
through the atom into the electron and 
proton, and you take it into energy, 
and no scientist can explain the mystery 
of energy because it is spirit. God 
stands back of the physical world, and 
sets in motion spiritual, creative caus- 
es of which all physical things are outer 
effects. The science of the future will 
be a spiritual science. 


In view of the ‘above facts it is in- 
teresting how seriously some men of 
science take themselves. They seem to

Children 


When Theodore Roosevelt, Jr. was 
Governor of Puerto Rico he demonstrat- 
ed humanitarian qualities which en- 
deared him to the hearts of most Puerto 
Ricans. Among other things he took a 
deep interest in the children of the 
Island whom he found to be under- 
nourished, and suffering from disease, 
want of food, and the poverty which 
exists there. He once wrote the follow- 
ing: 

“T have seen time and again during 
my visits to the schools, at, say, 3 
o’clock in the afternoon, the rooms full 
of emaciated children, dull-eyed and 
listless. Talking to them, I: found a 
great number had only a cup of black 
coffee all day long. On that, those lit- 
tle boys and girls were and are trying 
to carry on, grow up, and acquire 
knowledge. Of course it is impossible. 
A half-starved child is prey to any dis- 
ease. 


“I have seen a thin, draggled mother 
with a skeleton baby in her arms. She 
told me her milk had given out because 
she was unable to get sufficient food 
and that she had been trying to feed 
her two or three months’ old baby by 
chewing a few beans in her mouth and 
getting the baby to swallow some.” 


No doubt, Mr. Roosevelt remembered 
the words of the Master, “Inasmuch as 
ye have done it unto one of the least of 
these my brethren, ye have done it un- 
to me.” 


In a circumstance like the above it 
is evident that there is an immediate 
physical need. And any effort put for- 
ward to relieve such suffering is cer- 
tain to bear dividends for the one who 
willingly reaches down to help his 
weaker fellow human being. But the 
cause of the trouble is deeper than the 
physical. There is a moral and spir- 
itual condition which needs to be cor- 
rected. The only permanent healing 
balm is to be found in the quickening 
touch of the Holy Spirit.

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The Next War

The warning that was uttered in the 
House of Commons by General E. A. 
Ross the other day is worthy of the 
most serious consideration. 


“Two aeroplanes”, he says, “can to- 
day carry enough poison gas to wipe 
out the entire population of London, 
England. Two pounds of thermite can 
destroy the city of Ottawa by fire. 


“The safest place in the next war 
will be in the front line trenches. Ci- 
vilians, women and children of an indus- 
trial centre, will be snuffed out like flies 
by poison gases, against which masks 
are not the slightest protection. 


“There is a gas today which creeps 
through the skin, with a hundred times 
the effect of strychnine. Another kills 
with one sniff. Still another tortured 
goats so that they dashed their brains 
out against a stone wall, to escape the 
frenzy of pain. 


“In the World-War Germany never 
had more than 38 aeroplanes with which 
to raid London. Today Hitler could mo- 
bilize 1,000 aeroplanes. Modern aero- 
planes have a cruising range between 
1,000 to 2,000 kilometres and carry 
loads as high as 3,000 and 4,000 kilo- 
grams. 


“The bombs we used in the last war 
weighed only 20 to 50 pounds. The 
French Goliath aeroplanes now carry 
bombs of 500 kilos and super bombs are 
= weighing from 1,000 to 1,800 

ilos. 


“A gas called thermite can be set 
free from an aeroplane. This is an in- 
cendiary gas and heats up to 3,000 de- 
grees. It melts through iron and steel 
roofs and pierces right through gas 
mains. Two pounds of this would burn 
down Ottawa.” 


Thus stated General Ross to the Par- 
liament of Canada in a plea for the con- 
struction of a squadron of aeroplanes 
for the protection of the Dominion. 


Nothing has been more significant in 
recent years than the rise of Dictators 
in various parts of the world. There 
are now five in Europe. The president 
of the United States has also partially 
assumed the role of a Dictator. Some 
six or seven years ago I pointed out in 
my prophetic addresses, that sooner or 
later Dictators would arise in order for 
the fulfillment of prophecy in connec- 
tion with the revival of the Roman Em- 


pire. Little did I think then that events 
would head up so rapidly. Had I even 
suggested at that time that the United 
States would be willing to give dic- 
tatorial powers to the President, I 
would have been laughed to scorn. To 
think of a democratic country placing 
such power in the hands of one man un- 
til recently was preposterous. Today it 
is an actual reality. President Roose- 
velt has greater power by far than the 
King of England. How quickly nations 
are changed! 


The rulers of the ten nations to be 
amalgamated in order to form the An- 
cient Roman Empire must be for the 
most part uncrowned kings, that is to 
say Dictators. Thus the stage is being 
rapidly set for the rise of the Anti- 
christ. 

Today almost every country is search- 
ing for a man big enough to solve its 
problems. That means that the world 
awaits the coming of a superman, one 
who will be strong enough and daring 
enough to take hold of the many prob- 
lems that no statesman today can solve 
and deal with them in a masterly way. 


Europe is on the verge of another 
war. Following my return from across 
the water some years ago I boldly 
prophesied a European catastrophe. At 
that time many were skeptical. Today 
everyone knows that a war is inevitable. 


Germany and France hate each other. 
Sooner or later there must be a show 
down and when that comes either one 
nation or the other is bound to suffer 
national annihilation. My own convic- 
tion is that Germany will restore the 
monarchy and in due time will strike 
again through her military leaders for 
world power. 

German people themselves are a 
peace loving people. I cannot speak too 
highly of them. It is the military class 
thirsting for power in Germany that 
has to be reckoned with. The news 
regarding Austria is most alarming. 
Something must soon take place regard- 
ing Austria, Poland, Germany and 
France. 

Italy has drawn nearer to Great 
Britain as a result of the MacDonald- 
Mussolini conference. These two coun- 
tries were formerly in the Ancient 
Ronian Empire. Hence, according to 
ee nome they must get together. 

veryone expected Italy to line up with 
Germany, but Italy has lined up with 
Britain. It is easy for God to direct 
the destinies of nations. 

Germany’s fearful persecution of the 
Jews can only result in national suicide. 
God has declared that He will bless the 
nation that is kind to His ancient peo- 
ple and that He will curse the nation 


that ill uses them. That may be the 
chief reason for the fall of Russia, the 
sufferings of Poland, the overthrow of 
the monarchy of Spain. And unless 
Germany repents before it is too late 
she will share a like fate. But is not 
this according to prophecy? The Jews 
are going back more and more to Pales- 
tine. They are persecuted in almost 
every nation as foretold. God is get- 
ting them ready for the Coming of their 
Deliverer. Surely it is Saturday night. 
The day has already declined and the 
shadows are lengthening. The darkest 
hour which precedes the dawn will soon 
be upon us. But, thank God, the day 
is at hand. 

Meanwhile we are to carry on. God 
is dealing with Russia. News has 
reached us of a fearful famine in that 
country. Hundreds, we are told are 
starving. Whole communities have 
been wiped out. A recent visitor who 
walked through many villages and 
farming communities, reports the peo- 
ple are dying everywhere. The situa- 
tion is becoming desperate. Very soon 
now Bolshevism will be overthrown and 
a new government established in Rus- 
sia. It cannot be otherwise. Stalin’s 
days are numbered. 


Oh, let us pray for the speedy open- 
ing of Russia. Let us plead with God 
for the persecuted Christians of that 
unhappy land. And let us carry on, 
evangelizing the multitudes on the Sov- 
iet Border, so that when Russia does 
open her doors to the Gospel, thousands 
of converts will be ready to cross the 
Border and proclaim the Glad Tidings. 

Four years ago we set out to evangel- 
ize a million souls in one section of the 
Soviet Border of Russia. Already tens 
of thousands have heard the Gospel and 
many hundreds have been saved. Be- 
fore long now we expect to complete 
our task and to actually reach a mil- 
lion souls with the Gospel of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 





“I WALKED through the country vis- 
iting villages and investigating twelve 
collective farms. Everywhere I heard 
the cry: ‘There is no bread, we are dy- 
ing! This cry is rising from all parts 
of Russia; from the Volga district, from 
Siberia, from White Russia, from Cen- 
tral Asia and from the Ukraine black 
dirt country.

I 
can ask any scientist a thousand intel- 
ligent questions that he cannot answer 
unless he first establishes as the found- 
ation of his philosophy the great fact 
that there is a supreme Being, a ra- 
tional, intelligent, eternal First Cause. 


Natural Law and Miracles, 


Then get your mind off of the phys- 
ical world when you pray. It is not 
the world of reality. The things which 
you don’t see are real; the things that 
you do see are transitory. You touch 
reality when you touch spirit, and not 
until then can you hope to contact God. 
“God is a Spirit: and they that wor- 
ship him must worship him in spirit 
and in truth.” Said Paul, “Pray with 
the Spirit”. 

Recognizing the reality of things 
spiritual there are two philosophical 
concepts from this point on. The one 
is pantheistic, and the other is Chris- 
tian. The former originates in the 
mysticism of the Orient, and the latter 
is found in the wisdom of the Scrip- 
tures. 


Pantheism teaches that what it cal!s 
god is simply an energy functioning in 
the processes of nature, that he stands 
behind the scenes and is ever unraveling 
himself in natural law. Christianity 
teaches that God is removed from na- 
ture though He did set in motion the 
mundane substance out of which it is 
made. Isaiah said that God’s throne is 
above the earth. In other words, ac- 
cording to the Christian philosophical 
position, this entire planet could be blot- 
ted out, and nothing would be subtract- 
ed from the personality of God. He is 
a personal Being, and not an impersonal 
principle as Christian Science teaches 
in its revamping of Hinduism. And 
through the Holy Spirit we 


fore, legitimate for you to ask God to do 
the seemingly impossible and expect 
Him to do it according to His sovereign 
will. “With God all things are pos- 
sible.’ When Jesus was on earth He 
healed the sick, cleansed the leper, 
raised the dead, opened eyes that could 
not see, pulled the stops out of ears 
that pene not hear, walked on the wav- 
es, rebuked the winds, transcended 
gravity, and did a thousand things 
which seemed to be out of harmony 
with natural law. He did not oppose 
nature, He simply gave us an example 
of God’s normal relationship and at- 
titude toward this planet. This is why 
“signs and wonders” should follow, 
when true believers pray. This is why 
we have a right to suppose that God 
is so sufficiently concerned about our 
welfare as to bring about supernatural 
interventions in our behalf. The 
Modernists who attempt to cast Chris- 
tianity in the moulds of natural law 
are utterly without a rational philosoph- 
ical basis for their reasoning. 


In the natural world there are no 
miracles, but with God “all things are 
possible”. “Set your affection on things 
above, not on things on the earth.” 


Back in the sixth chapter of II Kings 
we find that Elisha was president of 
a school of prophets. After a com- 
mittee from the student body had in- 
terceded with him regarding the con- 
struction of greater buildings so as to 
have facilities for accommodating a 
larger enrollment, the faithful presi- 
dent told the young preachers to take 
their axes, go down to the river Jordan, 
cut down some trees, convert them into 
lumber, and erect the buildings. One 
young preacher didn’t have an axe so 
he hurried over to the neighbors and 
borrowed one. When he laid the axe 
at the root of the tree it flew off the 
handle, and landed “splash” in the river. 
Something made the iron sink. The 
hand that pulled the iron down was 


gravity. The young preacher confessed. 
Elisha prayed “and the iron did swim”. 
In prayer we are not dealing with nat- 
ural law, we are dealing with God. 
Gravity said, “Come down”, prayer 
said “come up”, “and the iron did 
swim.”
